The contest is open to all radio 
amateurs. Stations within a 60 mile 
radius of Philadelphia’s City Hall 
will exchange their zip code and 
contact number. Stations outside of 
the 60 mile radius will exchange 
their state and contact number. 
Stations from New York to 


Maryland will be able to participate 
in this evening event. 


According to HARC President 
Mike Wurgley, N3LXN, the contest 
is designed for hams to have fun 
over a 4 hour period from 7—11 PM 
local time on a Saturday night. The 
contest allows hams to meet their 
neighbors on the air as well as give 
many the opportunity to experience 
something else besides repeater 
contacts. The 60 mile radius reaches 
just about all of the county 
boundaries surrounding 
Philadelphia. This also opens up an 
opportunity for approximately 60 
clubs to participate in the event. 


When choosing City Hall 

as the center of the contest, Wurgley 
noted the statue of William Penn on 
top of City Hall. "What better center 
point for the contest and the 
sponsoring organization whose club 
call is WM3PEN." 


The contest gives individuals as 
well as clubs to participate in the 
event. Bonus points are being 
allowed for contacting club 
stations/callsigns. 

"We realize that everyone will not 
be able to contact WM3PEN so 
we’re giving clubs a chance to put 
their club callsign on the air." This 
could be from a club station or an 
individual’s home. "We don’t know 
what the weather will be in March, 
but this gives everyone the chance 
to operate from home." There is 

no advanced registration for Club 
callsigns with the sponsoring group. 
This will allow many clubs to make 
a last minute decision to make their 
voice heard in the area. 


Contacts can be made on any 2

An award will also be issued for 
the highest mobile score.

Nikola Tesla...Was 
he involved in the 
"Philadelphia 
Experiment” Pro- 
ject? 


For those who know little or 
nothing about Nikola Tesla, here 
are a few facts on what he has done 
or dealt with. As a known 
electrician and inventor, he worked 
for a short time as an assistant to 
Thomas Edison, and as a pinoeer in 
high-tension electrical power. He 
made many discoveries and 


inventions to the development of 
radio transmission. The include the 
system of arc lighting, the electric 
motor, and the Tesla coil generator 


to increase high-frequency currents. 


He also designed the power system 
at Niagra, and many of his 
experiments were never duplicated. 


He was greatly involved in the 
energy fields of the earth, the bands 
of energy also known as "dragon 
paths" by the ancient Chinese. He 
also belioved that harnessing and 
distributing this free energy could 
power the Earth. Some theorize that 
Tesla was murdered by the oil 
producers that did not want this 
knowledge of free energy to 
become commonplace. There are 
also those whosat that Tesla’s theoy 
and the Einsten team at Princeton 
had a measure of control over 
space-time physics, a basis for the 


"Philadelphia Experiment". These 
two scientists, however, had some 
differences in their experiments. 
Tesla, for example, experimented 
with high electrical power and 
developed a power source that 
moved objects from point to point 
without any change in the object’s 
make-up.

Carl W3 Sweet Ginger Rogers, 
better known as "Doctor Chuckles", 
passed away January 13 lam. at 
94. He was survived by his stepson 
Bob, Bob’s wife Kathleen, and five 
grandchildren (including grandson 
Bobby, WA3LLK, who followed 
him in ham radio) and two great— 
grandchildren. 


Carl was an early supporter of 
PMRC from the beginning in 1949. 
We started on ten mobile where I 
first met him as my very first 
moblie radio contact when I moved 
to Narberth from Detroit. I moved 
in a block away and worked him 
mobile with a two hundred watt 
ART13, 813 final and locked up his 
receiver on ten meters. 


He named this publication the "T'VI 
Retreat" when ten meters was doing 
its job on TV with all our mobiles 
going by the local bars and 
scrambling up the picture all over 
the city. We were not very popular 
then. Later he renamed it "The 
Blurb" as it is today, and wrote 
articles for it. A most wonderful 
,absolutely selfless, person taking 
care of everyone else except 
himself. As a dentist in Narberth he 
refused to charge our family for all 
our care. 


He built a computer from scratch 
when they did not exist, ordering 
parts from everyplace 

and it worked the first time. When 
he tried to upgrade it — it bombed 
out and 

never got going again. Always 
tinkering with radio and a top CW 
operator, with a new hot idea.

He was my 20 meter emergency 
relay station from Thule, Greenland 
to link up with Betty and family and 
my manager at RCA Moorestown 
when telephones did not exist to the 
arctic.. 


He was a better investment advisor 
than any in town, listening to all his 
patients. As a fisherman in Beach 
Haven at 126 18th St. He was the 
best chasing blues outside, and 
flounder in the bay with several 
upgrades of boats. His favorite time 
was giving PMRC a cookout party 
with "W3SGR’s hot dogs" which 
better in fact tasted like large filet 
steaks off the grill in the back yard. 
In Beach Haven, the cottage was 
strung with antennas that worked 


very well. All self respecting sea 
gulls stayed away at their peril 


I, and many, will miss our favorite 
Doctor Chuckles, with his up—beat 
smiley demeanor, leaving a vacuum 
that will never be filled.

It’s been a real introduction to 
PMRC history to have the club 
archives housed here at Chez 
K3XS/NG3P. And I made an 
unguided tour of some of the 
archives as a part of researching the 
Silent Keys we unfortunately had to 
report on this month ("SGR is 
working on a rig to be hidden in a 
Martha Washington Desk just south 
of the dental chair and cleverly 
camoflaged to look like a set of 
false teeth...Carl fell into a hole 
too. Havent seen him since. Last we 
heard he was having trouble getting 
the TBS50 on 75..." —-the TVI 
Retreat, 1952). 


Unaccustomed as I am to dealing 
with documents on paper——not to 
mention documents produced 
before I was born!——it was 
nontheless fascinating to learn more 
about the history of our club and 
some of the more famous events of 
its past. For example, I was only the 
three-year old firstborn of the 
Methodist pastor of New Hope PA 
when the Phil—Mont marshalled 
100 mobile amateur operators for 
emergency service during the

Diane in August of 1955. Articles 
from the Philadelphia Bulletin and 
Inquirer, and the Pottstown Mercury 
tell some of the story, as well as a 
contemporary article from QST. 
But nothing brings the story to life 
like the renactment in the Phil— 
Mont-—produced broadcast quality 
documentary film, "Every Single 
Minute". There’s a copy of that in 
the archives, too. 


Yes, we have all the meeting 
minutes, and just about every issue 
of The Blurb (and its predecessor, 
the TVI Retreat) ever produced. But 
not just paper documents: we have 
films and video, photographs 
including prints, slides and 
negatives, QSL cards, newspaper 
and magazine clippings, t-shirts, 
plaques, maps, signage, displays, 
even a crystal cut to a subharmonic 
of the club standard 10—meter 
frequency. 


But one legacy that concerns me is 
the collection of photographs. Some 
are well documented as to where 
they were taken and what and who 
they portray. Some need little 


explanation even today——how many 
balloon aeronautical mobile 
operations could we have 
participated in? And in the photo 
above, everyone is displaying his 
callsign licence plate, so we know 
at least that much! 


But in other photos...which Field 
Day is this? Was this the year we 
discovered partway through Field 
Day ops that the W3RQZ licence 
had expired? Who are these 
operators? Some are still with the 
club today, but for others, we 
"youngsters" have no idea whose 
pictures we’re looking at. What 
about this meeting, that dinner 
dance, those election photos? 


It would be good at some point soon 
for some of the longest—standing 
members of the club to meet for a 
session to review some of this 
material, so we can catalog and note 
down something about exactly who 
is who and what is what, or these 
details may be forever lost.
